j S, 0.475(E).—^Tirap and Changlang districts of Arunachal Pradesh were declared as disturbed areas under the 
lAnned Forces (Special Povrars) Act, 1958 w. e.f. 17-9-1991 vide dais Ministry’s Notification No. S O. 603(E) dated 17-9-1991, 
in me opinion of tte Cmtral Government, the said districts were in such a disturbed and dangerous condition that the 
pse of a^ed forces in aid of civil power was necessary. 

I 2. Suprdne Court of India vide their judgment dated 27th November, 1997 in Writ Petition (C riminal ) No. 550 of 
|l982 dtected, inter alia, that declaration of ‘disturbed areas’ under the aforesaid Act should be reviewed periodically. 
Accordingly, the declaration of Tirap and Changlang districts of Arunachal Pradesh as ‘disturbed areas’ was last reviewed 
in Sept^ber, 2005 and tenure of declaration of these two districts of Arunachal Pradesh as ‘disturbed areas ’ was extended 
up to 3 Ijst March, 2006.

j 3. A further review of the law and order situation in these two districts has s ince been undertaken. The insurgency 

•elated Scenario in these districts of Arunachal Pradesh remains unchanged. The two factions ofNational Socialist Cbuncil 
)f Nag^and (NSCN) and United Liberation Front of Assam (ULFA) continue to extort and indulge in acts of violence 
ncludiiig those directed against the security forces. Intergroup rivalry between the factions of NSCN has also vitiated the 

i aw anq order situation in thwe two districts. Therefore, effective counterinsurgency operation against the insurgent 
mtfits ih these two districts of Arunachal Pradesh is necessary. 

i I 4. The Central Government is, therefore, of the opinion that the situation in Tirap and Changlang districts is 
iisnirbM and that conditions exists for the use of the Armed Forces in aid of civil power. It has, therefore, been decided that 
the noti^cation dated 17th Sq^tember, 1991 of tiiis Ministry mentioned above, will remain in force up to 30th September, 2006 
^nless ^4ithd^awn earlier.
